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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a method for manipulating content stored on 
a disk recorder/playback device using conventional transport commands. The 
independent claim identifies the feature of " determining which of a set of transport 
commands has been actuated and to what degree: advancing the content in one of a 
first and second directions depending on the which of the motion commands has been 
actuated, while controlling the motion of the content in accordance with the detected 
control mode and in accordance with the transport command and the degree to which 
that command is actuated ". The closest prior art, Lane et al discloses a conventional 
video reproducing apparatus including fast forward, rewind or stop commands, either 
singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.

Motohashi et al discloses an image information reproducing apparatus. 
Vogel discloses a selective video playing system. 

Aggarwal et al discloses performing personal video recording functions on digital 
video streams.
